this country as demonstrated-by the. 
marked improvement .in our .saleg- 
manship and advertising, . 

Salesmanship he. connects, in the 
thorough American way, with the 
deeper problems of economics, a3 
for instance the ,vclationship be- 
tween employer and employee. * He 
thinks that the striking improve- 


ment in the technique and persuna- |, 


sive power of British advertising 
is a ptoof that the old gibe is no 
longer true that while British goods 
were the best-made goods in. the 
world, yet Brilish salesmanship 
was the worst in the world. 
opinion the Britisly salesman is the 


‘| finest in the world, but he necds the 


direction of a conscious policy. 

‘. The advocacy of “Truth in Ad- 
vertising” had had remarkable re- 
sults in America.’ He would go so 
fay as to'say that American pros- 
perity was largely due to the resul- 
tant improvement in | business 
ethics. Not only was the integ- 
rity of business houses assured 
to the consumer,’ but large firms 
began to reveal to the press the 
exact nature of their earnings. 
This was followed by the elimina- 
tion’ of uncertainties in’ bookkeep-' 
ing. Truth in advertising had been 


followed by the introduction of pro- | 


fit-sharing schemes among . em- 
ployees and the making -of loans to 
employees in order to enable them 
to purchase their firm’s securities, 

Mr. Heinz drew an interesting 
iustration from. the Pure Food 
Act: now in operation. This was, 


he pointed out, virtually the Act |: 


which «was passed in the’. United 
States in 1906. It was really an-, 
othér aspect of salesmanship. Per- 
haps British’ manufacturers did 
not fully understand one of the 
most valuable results of the Food 
Act. That was the better under- 
standing of the business of food 
prepdration which ‘it gave the con- 
‘sumer. In Ameriéa the Pure Food 
Act was followed, by an immediate 
increase'in the consumption of pre- 
pared foods, and: therefore .in re- 


duced prices and; improved profits. | 


In Britain this was vital to the 
health and welfare of the people. 
More and-more it’ became difficult 
to supply a congested population 
with fresh fruit and vegetables all 
the year round. By loyally work- 
ing the Pure Fodd Act the British 
manufacturer could not only estab- | 
lish a new confidence between him- 
self and the consumer, ‘but give the’ 
people the blessing of. healthy and 
wholesome diet. 

Mr. Heinz stated that to his mind 
the British Empire Marketing 
Board was another. sign of the 
awakening of British salesmanship. 
There was a true analogy between 
a business and: the Empirt in its 
economic aspect. Empire goods 
needed to be produced and resented 
with. a view. to competitive sales-" 
manship.. As an. American who 
admired the British Emnire’s con- 
tribution to civilsation he believed 
‘in the slogan “Empire goods for 
Empire consumption.”

1 We'll have steam-cooled engines in

Some. of it floats persistently in 


the oil, but a portion of it settles |: 


up the surface of the pan, ‘especial- 
ly when the engine, is idle for o 
longtime, although’ some of ‘this 
{s stirred up as soon as the engine 
starts, The strainer, through 
which the pump draws its oil, 
keeps the larger dirt particles out 
of the bearings, but does not pre- 
vent'the finer, gritty particles from 
being clreulated through them and 
wearing them and on this account 


‘accumulations of dirt should he re- 


moved from. the oil-pan occasional: 
ly. Some manufacturers recom- 
mend flushing out the. collected 
dirt. by ‘filling the pan. with 
kerosene, after draining the ‘oil, 
drawing off the kerosene after: it 
has had time to loosen the dirt, 
then supplying a few quarts of 
flushing oil to remove the kerosene, 
and finally with fresh engine oil. 
Other manufacturers do not re- 
commend the use of kerosene and 
dependence upon it to remove dirt 
deposits, but direct that the pan 
be taken off and cleaned with 
gasoline: and'a stiff brush, at 
least once yearly; -great care 
injure the 
gasket between the pan. and the 


crankcase and to securely tighten].

leakage. If detaching. the pan in- 
volves, disconnecting the pump and 
breaking of flow. connexions, the 
kerosene method is more often ad- 
vised, but if taking off the pan ig 
an easy and simple operation, it is 
more commonly recommended.

Engine Oil ia Clutch » Casing. 


Question: —On” leaks from. the |. 


rear bearing of the engine of my 
—car into the clutch housing 
and from there into the transmia- 
sion housing, displacing the heavy 
oil, which should be used therein. 
How can this be prevented? . 
‘Answer :—The extreme rear énd 
of the crankshaft carries a slinger- 
ring, which throws oil, escaping 
from the rear bearing, into. a col- 
lecting pocket, from ‘which it 
drains back into the oil-pan. 
Doubtless this worked all right so 
long as the clearance between the 
shaft and the rear bearing bushing 
was not excessive,’ but we believe 
that the bearing has now worn a 


little too loose_and so much oil]: 


escapes at its rear ‘end that the 


collecting pocket overfills and lets a 


oil run.over into the clutch easing. 
Probably you will have to have. this 
rear bearing tightened before you 
can.stop this trouble. We assume 
that your oil-pressure does not ex- 
ceed eight pounds by the gauge. If 
it does run, higher, it may be’ that 
this condition’ has something to do 
with the oil escape. 


Using Low-gear Descending’ Hills. 


Question : In goinig down steep 
hills," with my Ford in high Sear, 
the braking action of the engine is 
‘not enough to check car speed suf- 
ficiently and I‘have. burned out the 
foot-brake band. several times in 
travelling mountain reads. I am 
reluctant to use low-gear, fearing 
that if I burned out its band lining, 
T could not climb the next hill, Can 
you give me any advice? 
Answer:—You need., not ‘fear 
damaging the low-gear band, if you 
apply it positively at the beginning 
of a descent and keep it thus until 


high gear is again engaged, for if |" 


the low-gear band ig properly ad- 
justed, it-will not slip on its drum, 
except at the instant of engage- 
ment and there will be very slight 
wear incurred. The situation in 
regard to the brake band is entirely 
different, as it slips.on {ts drum all 
the time it ig applied and naturally 
wears fast. There is no wear of 
a band do ‘long as it grips its drum 
positively and without slippage, as 
is the case with the low and reverse- 
bands.

“TIDE IN THE BLOOD. 


AN ENGLISIL DOCTOR'S 
NEW TILEORY. 


A datly tide in the human blood, 
not unlike the ebb and flow -of 
the sea, has been recently, dn- 
nounced ‘by Dr. A.‘F. Bernard 
Shaw, of Newcastle, “as: the <re- 
sult of long research on the white 
corpuscles of the blood. . 

According to Dr.” Shaw... these 
white corpuscles ‘exist in the 
blood in much smaller numbers 
than the familiar red corpuscles 
but they are: equally necessary 
to life. © . , - 

They are believed to have th: 
duty, among other, things, of dedl- 
ring with deceased germs that en- 
ter the blood. Physicians have 
long known that the ‘nuniber of 
these white"corpuscles in’ the 
blood varies from: .time to time, 
ag well as.in different conditions 
of health. , . 

Dr. Shaw has discovered that 
these variations in. the ' nfimber 
of the white corpuscles correspond 
to' two daily waves of . rise and 
fall, like the changes of ‘the tide. 
One of these’ white-corpuscle 
tides reaches its maximum in the 
afternoon; the other-in the early 
morning after midnight. . 

The causes of this curious’ fact 
are’ quite ‘unknown. Dr.’ Shaw 
has not been able to detect any, 
relation to the hours of, eating 
or sleeping or of other period's 
bodily actions, It. is not incon- 
ecivable that some real tidal effect 
may be at-work, either an in- 
herited habit from the days when 
our remote’ animal ancestors were 
really tidal creatures living along 
the seashores, or some effect of

Many people -afilicted with losa 
of hearing do not realize that they 
are gradually becoming deafened 
until they consult a speelalist in 
diseases of the ‘cir, nose an 
throat for some other disturbance, 
usually related, toa difficulty in 
breathing, 

Tho eara,are not usually: ‘affect- 


‘led equally, because the infection 


concerned may attack one side 
more than the other. Dr. E,.B, 
Dench, professor of otology nt the 
New York University, points out 
that the renson- for this delay !s 
that the patient is usually misled 
; {through the surplus of hearing in 
the good ear, The same fact.may 
be true of the-eyes, since persons 
have been’ known.to discover that 
they were completely blind in one 
eye without having realized the 
fact, 

‘The great causes of progressive 
impairment of hearing are dis- 
cases of the mechanism responst- 
ble for conducting the sounds 
through the 'middle car, that part. 
which lies just behind the ear 
drum. These diseases are usually 
amenable to treatment, particu 
larly if seen carly. 

There are also cases .in, which 
the bony tissues surrounding the 
nerve of hearing become affected 
and’gradually become -worse with- 
out any possibility of benefit. - 

Nerve Affection, 

Finally, there is the type of 
deafness that is. due to some 
affection of the nerve itself, or of 
that part of the brain which is 
associated with hearing,. These 
types of deafness are dimeult to 
treat, although a competent diag- 
nosis may reveal tumour or a type 
of infection which is amenable to 
treatment by s urgery. or by injee- 
tion’ of specific’ remedies into the 
blood. 

It is rather well established that 
the progressive. ‘impairment of 
hearing called otosclerosis, due to 


‘la hardening’ of the tissues asgo- 


clated with the hearing, has an 
bhereditary’ factéy., Indeed, *. Dr. 


Dench. says that it is well estab- 


lished that if either parent has

Professor J. J. Abel, of ‘Johns 

Ifopkins University, has been 
awarded the William Gibbs meds uy. 
of the American ‘Chemical So- 
ciety for ,jhaving done. more for 
human happiness in the opinion 
of the soticty; than any other 
American. 
: “The human body’ ig a ‘walking 
chemist’s shop,” declared the 
professor ‘at the meeting of the 
society when he was formally pre- 
sented with the medal. 

“Each body has its, own “Hite 
phar macy that makes’ the body to, 
and each body containa an in- 
visible physician. 

“It is a beautiful, wonderful 
thing, but how long’ it has taken, 
to discover that fact! Bio- 
chemists have. only skimmed ‘the 
surface of the , chemical. poten- 
tialities of the human body,” 

Professor Abel proceeded’ to re- 
chemistry 
as it applies to the well-being of 
the human‘body.” 

He told of centuries Jong re- 
search that has brought. about 
the discovery ‘that the human body 
does contain drugs and chemicals 
—neids, 8 salts, sugars, and alkalis 
-—in sufficient. quantities :to sus- 
tain life indefinitely, provided the 
source of the drugs is not im- 


paired. 

“The time has come,” he said,- 
“for scientists to bend. their 
energies towards isolating the 
pure drugs in the body from the
